United States Has Warrant. 

Since last October the United States 
marshal’s office has been holding a 
warrant charging the beer chieftain 
with violation of the federal laws 
against booze selling in Indiana. Dep- 
uty Marshal R. D. Holcomb, with the 
warrant, appeared at*the bureau last 
night and will take charge of the pris- 
oner this morning. 

Here the plot thickens again into 
one worthy of the lawyers who in the 
past have enabled McErlane to slip 
through the courts most of the time. 
There is a warrant, nearly a year old. 
in 4he hands of Sheriff Strong at 
Crown Point. It charges McErlane 
with the murder of Attorney Thad 8S. 
Fancher in a Lake county roadhouse. 

Extradition Were Annulled. 

Sheriff Strong has never been able 
to get hold of the gangster, reputedly 
the most powerful in,Chicago. Politi- 
cal influenc& has been too strong. 
Some six months ago the sheriff came 
with the papers. He went to Spring- 
field and obtained an extradition war- 
rant. But when he arrived here, ac- 
cording to Capt. Stege, a notification 
was received that a mistake had been 
made and the extradition process was 
annulled. : 

The Indiana officer, somewhat puz- 
zlied at the power of McErlane, went 
back without him. But now he is 
ready. When the federal authorities 
reach the Hoosier soil he will be ready 
to serve the murder warrant. 

Walter Stevens Also Seized, 

With Saltis and McErlane in the 
saloon, at 2301 West 50th street, were 
Walter Stevens, 58 year old dean of 
all Chicago's gunmen and regarded 
by the police as one of the most des- 
perate criminals at large, Charles [{Bus- 
ter] Brown, Edward Aferbert and 
Michael Cramer. Peter Miksha, pro- 
prietor of the saloon, was also taken 
into custody. 

When Deputy Chief Stege and Ais 
men entered the place there was a 
wild scramble by the gangsters to get 
rid of their weapons. They were tossed 
on the floor and behind the bar. One 


‘or two of the men broke for a rear door, 


but found it guarded. So they all 
made the best of the situation and 
threw up their hands. 

Outside, in a large automobile, so 
new that it did not bear even a license 
plate, the raiding squads found a 
sawed-off shotgun, the favorite weapon 
of the gangster killers. In a coat 
hanging inside were a dozen shells to 
fit it. None of the mén would edmit 
ownership, but Capt. Stege tried it on 
both Saltis and McErlane and found 
that it was a fair fit for either. 

Sick When Murder Occurred. 

At the detective bureau, ag the six 
men were lined up, MeErilane, who 
looks like a butter and egg man, 
chewed the stub of a cigar and an- 
swered the deputy chief's questions 
As to the killing of Tuccello and De 
Laurentis:

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SHIP IN PORT 
| AFTER 130 DAYS’ 
BATTLE AT SEA 


San Pedro, Cal., April 22.—())— 
With her crew gaunt from hunger 
and long believed lost‘at sea, the four 
masted schooner Irene arrived here | 
‘today after 130 days’ battle against 
adverse weather. Two members of 
her crew, G. I. Peterson and Fred 
Dale, were ill in their bunks from ex- 
posure and lack of change in diet, 
while the remainder presented a half 
starved appearance. 

A succession of head winds, punctu- 
ated with calms, drove the vessel 
thousands of miles off her course. She 
was bound from Gray's Harbor, Wash., 
to Miami, Fla. 

Capt. A. E. Rosendal stated that 
when the food and water suppwW began 
to get low, every one was placed” on 
shorter rations in the hope the canal 
could be reached before the supplies 
gave out. 

Conditions rapidly approached a des- 
perate stage when the water was near- 
ly gone and no rain fell. The crew 
managed to catch considerable fish 
which probably saved them from star- 
vation.

Threat Brought Olson to Time. 

Mayor Dever, hearing Olson's state- 
ments, instantly hopped a train, came 
to the capital, and today gave his 
burning testimony. The hottest spot 
was the evidence that he brought Olson 
to a mood of action and cotperation 
by threatening to lay on President 
Coolidge’s desk the facts about crime 
conditions in Chicago. 

In his testimony on Tuesday Olson 
said: “I don't knowhow many stills 
are operating in Chicago, but they are 
many. It is safe to assume that there 
is not a still of importance in any po- 
lice precinct that is not known to the 
police of that precinct.” This and 
similar statements stirred Dever to a 
white heat and to a denunciation of 
every line and sentence in Mr. Olson's 
testimony.

Overrun by Bootlergers. 

“ Distrie#s in Chicago that had never 
seen anything but prohibition districts, 
made so by action of the city council 
because of the character of the com 
munity, fine residence neighborhoods, 
had been overrun by these bootleggers. 
Seventeen I put out of business in a 
few blocks on one street in my own 
neighborhood. 

“TI pointed these conditions out to 
Mr. Olson and I said, ‘Now you know 
and I know that it has got to be 
stopped.

Says Olson Was Unresponsive. 

Mayor Dever paused an instant, and 
In mensured utterance let these twelve 
words drop, one by one, into the tense 
silence of the committee room.

When Mr. Roosevelt was a candi- 
@ate for governor of New York in 
1025 he was indorsed by the state 
Anti-Saloon league as their hope 
against the wet sentiments of Gov. 
Smith. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that he is opposed 
to the return of the saloon. “I am 
convinced,” he said, “that the repeal 
or modification of the Volstead law 
does not predicate the return of the 
saloon. That can be prevented by en- 


actment.

tion or repeal of the Volstead law, and 
the substitution therefor of some en-

Hits at Public Officials. 


“Equally pernicious with the foolish 
laws are those public officials who, 
truckling for popular favor, refuse to 
try honestly to enforce the laws as 
they stand on the statute books.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said that if he were 
in public office he would make every 
effort to enforce the law, because it is 
the duty of every public official, regard.- 
less of what his personal opinion 
may be. 

“There will be necessary a big in- 
crease of officialse and machinery if 
this law is to be enforced,” he said. 
“If it is a law, it must be enforced. 
There is but one sound way to act 
when one disapproves of a law, and 
that is to endeavor to repeal it.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said that our laws 
are in our own hands, both to make 
and to repeal. “We are fouling our 
own nest,” he said, “ when we flaunt 
and disobey therm. 

“ Widespread law violation ts sweep- 
ing our country. In its wake are 
crimes of every sort and description. 
There is nothing more contagious than

Revoked 4,000 Licenses. 

Declaring that he had revoked 4,000 
licenses of men {illegally selling liquors, 
he was sharp with the socalled “cof- 
fee shop.”

Harreld Sees No Reflection. 

After Mayor Dever had stated that 
he had read Mr. Olson’s testimony only 
in. newspaper excerpts from it, Senator 
Harrdd, chairman of the committee 
and the dryest of the four drys on it, 
said, “‘I do not think you will find any- 
thing reflecting upon your city, if you 
will read it.’’ 

The mayor would not accept Sena- 
tor Harreld’s mild interpretation of the 
Olson testimony and replied: 

“ A direct charge was made, and this 
is the second experience we have had 
in the last two months where persons 
assuming to s for the welfare of 
that great city have come to Washing- 
ton, and through the vehicle of senate 
eommittees have made charges against 
Chicago that were not substantiated, 
but which were completely and en- 
tirely false.”

Believes Newspaper Account. 

“T have had, senator, a very long 
experience with and I know the papers 
T read.

in every detail ’—and the situation was 
indescribably. bad—‘ we want you to 
pick your candidates from these ten 
names submitted.” 

“The parties acceded to the request. 


The Republican party nominated a 
,young man named A. C. Lueder, who 
\is now Chicago’s postmaster. The 
Democratic party nominated myself. I 
have always been more or less anxious 
to fill public office, but I did not want 
the office of mayor. I had a far better 
one, with rather a large salary and 
splendid colleagues, and I did not want 
the mayoralty nomination. 
Felt Obliged to Ran.

Police in Ram Business.

DEBT SETTLEMENT | 
WITH ITALY. | 


The senate has ratified the Italian debt settle- | 
ment by a vote of 54 to 33, a margin large enough 
to be pleasing to President Coolidge and Secretary 
Melion. The debt settlements are full of difficul- 
ties. They affect international relations, domestic) 
economy, and world economy. Important future 
events may hinge on them. There is the question 
of fairness to the American taxpayer and of fair- 
ness to former allies, of ability to pay, of conse- 
quences of too generous cancellation, etc. Econ- 
omists do not agree, and sentimentalists and real- 
ists have fought the war all over again.

Every sport has its dan- 
gers, its accidents, and its deaths—sandlot baseball 
as well as professional boxing. The Wisconsin 
boxing law, after which the Illinois law was mod- 
eled, safeguards the sport with every possible 
means. A medica] examination both before and 
after the bout failed: to disclose Sencio’s infirmity. 

Accidents and deaths are the hazards of every- 
day life as well.as of sport. No precautions can 
entirely eliminate them. Regret the death of the

TO ROYAL CLAIMS; 


Demand Small Owner Get 
Back Pre-War Property

BERLIN, April 22.—The claims of 
German princes against Germany for 
fortunes and estates they held before 
the war. are being countered by the 


claims of 8,000,000 Germans belonging 
to united revalorization associations. 

Herr Best, a member of the’ reich- 
stag, today protested against the nego- 
tiations of the judiciary committee of 
the reichstag, demanding that the pre- 
war property of small owners must be 
_ revalorized before the property of the 

princes is returned. In the ensuing 
' battle a compromise settlement of the 
claims of the princes was drawn up by 
the government, but it was turned 
down by a majority of the judiciary 
committee. 

Call Luther’s Hand. 


This is taken as a political move of 
the Socialists and Democrats. who 
want to force the Luther government 
te take a clear stand on the problem of 
a4 refund.on royal property. Chancel- 
lor Luther, seeing that the compromise 
was in danger, called the representa- 
tives of the government parties and 
Socialists in an effort to find backing 
for the compromise. 

Herr Best, as leader of the revalori- 
zation movement, is making desperate 
efforts to overthrow the government's 
plan for a compromise. He fears that 
unless the government realizes the 
strength of the revalorization organi- 
zations it will not protect the rights 
of ite citizens when alien property is 
returned by America. Herr Best and 
his friends assert that when the con- 
fiscated property was returned to Ger- 
many by England the German gov- 
ernment gave back to the owners only 
a small portion of the property re- 
turned. They demand that the prop- 
erty returned by America be returned 
in full to the pre-war owners. 


Government Hard Pressed. 


The members of all the parties are 
flocking to Herr Best's rescue, and it is 
believed the government is ready to 
give in. The Socialists would support 
-the revised settlement of the royal 
claims if they were forced to carry 
their share of the big German infia- 
tion losses. The Socialists are expect- 
ed to support the government, but they 
demand first that the motion of the 
communists and Socialists for the ex- 
propriation of princes’ property be 
submitted to the reichstag. This will 
not poll.the two-thirds majority re- 
quired and the Socialists then will be 
forced to join the middie es and 

support the government compromise.

Washington, D. C., April 22.—([Spe- 
cial.]—Drastic amendment of the im- 
migration laws, designed to :facilitate 
the deportation of alien gunmen, dope 
traffickers and other criminals, as well 
as mental defectives or paupers, is 
proposed in the bill which will be re- 
ported to the house tomorrow from 
its immigration committee by Repre- 
sentative Holaday [Rep., IIL]. 

Representative Johnson [Rep., 
Wash.], chairman of the immigration 
committee, plans to ask a special rule 
calling the measure up within two 
weeks, and asserts the bill will go to 
the senate with less than fifty votes 
against it in the house. 

The new bill will permit the deporta- 
tion of an alien convicted of a felony 
and sentenced to prison for a year or 


cording to Representative Johnson, 
alien gunmén not now deportable. 

Tn its present form, the bill would 
make possible the deportation of unde- 
sirables convicted of crime or who 
have become public charges since the 
world war. 

Illegally entered aliens who have 

lived in the United States for 10 years 
or more without conviction for crime 
would be entitled to naturalization in 
the ordinary manner under the meas- 
ure, 
The senate today passed the house 
bill which will admit as nonquota im- 
migrants more than 6,000 Italians and 
other nationals who were honorably 
discharged from the United States 
army or navy abroad after service dur- 
ing the world war. 

The bill renews for their benefit spe- 
cial exemptions granted such aliens by 
war legislation which has since ex- 
pired, and provides that alien war vet- 
erans, if residing in the United States, 
shall be entitled to naturalization.

Engineer Offers Figures 
on Auto Traffic. 


BY J. L. JENKINS. 

Engineering theory and Chicago au- 
tomobile speed limits clashed yester- 
Gay at the closing session of the West- 
ern Society of Engineers’ convocation 
in the Monadnock building. Loga- 
slid+ rules, and exhaustive 
traffic tests were brought in to prove 
that the maximum use of congested 


cars move at a rate of between 25 and 
30 miles ah hour rather than the legal- 
ized 20 and that extra wide rcadways 
hinder rather than help traiic move- 


ment. 
Maj. & F. Kelker Jr., consulting en- 
gineer and a nationally recognized | 


traffic expert, exploded the generally 
accepted idea that city roadways offer 
their maximum capacity when traffic 
moves at approximately 15 to 20 miles 
an hour. He showed that roadway ca- 
pacities are nearly the same for speeds 
of between 20 and 25, with a slightly 
higher maximum at 25 to 30. 


Higher Speed Sure to Come. 

Sidney J. Williams, director of pub- 
lic safety of the national safety coun- 
cil, pointed out the danger of a gen- 
eral acceptance of this theory, but ad- 
mitted that higher speeds are certain 
to come in the future and urged high- 
way enginsers to accept safety as one 
of the prime objects in future pave 
ment design. 

“The theoretical naximum capacity 


of a single lane roadway is not reached | 
under a speed of 25 miles an hour and | 


probably is actuaily attained at a high- | 
er rate of speed,”’ declared Maj Kelker, 
backing up his statement with engi- 
neering data and practical traffic tests. 
“In Chicago two points where the use 
of the roadway approaches its maxti- 
mum and greatest traffic density are 
to be found during the evening rush 
hour on the northbound drive of the 
Michigan avenue bridge and in Lake 
Shore drive just sovth of Lincoln park. 
3,619 Pass in Hour, 

“The bridge roadway measures 27 
feet and 3,619 cars pass over its three 
lanes in a single hour. The inner 
lane, however, carries 1,552 of these 
cars, or 43 per cent of the total traffic.”

Ryan Retires After Four Days.

In redirect examination by Attor- 
ney Howard Ellis, the witness was 
asked to tell of a conversation with | 
Lyons in the latter’s office on April 6 

last. He had been sent to Lyons by 
John J. Sloan, president of the board 
of local improvements, he said, to get 
back some documents relating to the 
South Water street. improvement 
which belonged to the city. 

“ After I got through with him on 
the South Water street matter,” said 
the witness, “ Lyons said to me, ‘ You 
know I did a lot of work on that and 
you want to stick with me on that.’ 

“T says, ‘I will stick to you as long 
as I can if I can tell the truth.’ 


Some Advice from Lyons. 

“ He then said to me: 

“* You don’t want to go with these 
fellows; chey will only be there for an- 
other year (referring to the Democrats 
in the city hall); you want to come in 
with your old crowd’ ’’ (presumably 're- 
ferring to the Thompson organization). 

In cross-examindtion Mr. Ryan, who 
has been with the board of local im- 
provements many years, reiterated 

' that, whi'e “uyons gave him valuation 
figures along the lines of directly bene- 
fited property, the assessment upon 
the whole district was made by him- 
self and clerks in his office. 

Althought he is 72 years old, he 
stood up well under memory and figure 
tests prepared by the attorneys.
